This means 
that 76.420 electors iu nine districts have 
the same voice in the State Senate as 
128,150 in nine others. Nine have an 
average of 23 per cent, lest than the unit, 
and the other nine an average of 98 per 
cent, more than the unit, and in no in- 
stance is there provision made for the ex- 
cess, which acgrecates 28.034. The Ian 
Kuuge of the Constitution in reference to 
the apportionment in its plain and ordi 
nary surnification meant equality of rep 
resentatioi., proportionately among the 
several counties; that the electors of each 
county shall have the same proportionate 
representation as the electors of every 
other OOOntyi that the vote of each citi- 
zen and bis representative voice shall be 
equal to that of every other citizen as 
nearly as practicable. 

It will lie seen that Judge Bundy fol- 
lows the same line of reasoning accord 
ing to which the Michigan gerrymander 
was pronounced unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of that state, and the 
New York apportionment by Justice 
Rl-msey. This decision in Indiana 
threatens to result in a dual Legislature 
next winter, because elections In some 
of the counties will be held under the 
apportionment of 1870 and in others 
under the apportionment of Usui. The 
Supreme Court does not meet till Octo- 
ber 4th. and Its decision can hardly be 
reachsd In time to avert the confusion.
